his recent suggestion for an alliance 
ot nations to preserve peace. 
He spoke at Arlington national cern 
etery before an audience made up 
largely of Civil war veterans, who ap 
pluuded him vigorously. 
While he declared he had no harsh 
ness in his heart for A nteri-ans of 
foreign birth and expected them still 
to love the sources of their ort.‘in. tho 
president said “America must come 
first in every 
purpose we 
entertain 
and every man must count upon being 
cast out of our confidence, cast out 
even of our tolerance, who do s not 
submit to that great ruling principle." 
Speaking of America, made up out 
of all the people of the world, as the 
champion of the rights of mankind, he 
said: 


Ready to Fight Aggression.

George H. Long Writes of War Time 
Recollections, Heard Abraham 
Lincoln Speak 


In a letter to the Dispatch George 
II. Long, of 516 Maple street, North 
east Brainerd, writes: 
“I am an old civil war soldier. 
I 
have been making my home with my 
daughter here on Maple street North­ 
east for the last 15 years and I am 
glad to say I have attended Decora­ 
tion Day exercises the past 14 years. 
“But this year I am not able to 
walk. 
I can read yet without my 
glasses, and eat a good, hearty meal, 
also sleep well. 
“I enlisted in the 21st. Wisconsin 
Infantry on June 6, 1861 under Gen­ 
eral Grant. 
I wan at that time 22 
years of age. 
I fought in a good 
many bard battles, 
at 
Vicksburg, 
Bull Run, Lookout Mountain, ut At­ 
lanta and in C hariton. 
“I received a bullet In my right 
leg which I will carry to my grave. 
I will be 73 years old June 12. 
“I am glad to say that I had the 
honor to stand guard one night over 
President Lincoln’s 
tent. 
I have 
spoken to him personally. 
I heard 
him spr.dk more than once1. 
Anti I 
must say to this day. that Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s speeches are today as fresh In 
my memory as when I heard that 
famous Gettysburg address. 
“Lincoln spoke on that day to 
many thousand people. 
With tears 
in his eyes he pleaded for his coun­ 
trymen and also for the men In blue. 
I do not think there was a dry eye 
within reach of Mr. Lincoln's voice. 
Lincoln’s speeches were the greatest 
speeches T have ever heard and that 
great man will he in my memory un­ 
til God calls me to another world. It 
will not he many years before the 
old soldiers will be gone. 
In 1915, 
5,000 died. 
“Lincoln's words and speeches will 
last as long as the world will stand 
and that Is forever.**
